DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a response to the amendment received on September 13, 2007 
which has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-33 are pending in the application. 

-The 102(b) rejection of claims 25, 26 and 32 has been withdrawn due to 
applicant amending claim 25 over the prior art of record used in the rejection. 

-The 103(a) rejection of claims 21 and 33 has been withdrawn due to the 
withdrawal of the 102(b) rejection of claim 25 and applicant amending claim 21 over the 
prior art of record used in the rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-33 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: The prior art of record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to 
provide for: 

-(as to claim 1) a shifter for controlling a transmission having a park/neutral gear 
position for a park and neutral control feature in which an input device switches between 
park and neutral upon actuation by the operator and an indicator on the shift lever 
indicates if the transmission is in park or neutral and in combination with each and every 
remaining limitation of claim 1. 

-(as to claim 15) a shifter for a transmission having a shifter, a park/neutral gear 
position, a second input device on the shift member to control shifting between park and 
neutral when the shift member is in park/neutral and a first input device on the shift

member manipulated by tine operator to control actuation of a pawl restricting movement 
of the shift member and in combination with the remaining limitations of claim 15. 

-(as to claim 21) a shifter for controlling a transmission having a shift lever 
movable to a combined park/neutral gear position and not to a separate park gear 
position and an Input device operably connected to the lever for shifting between the 
park and neutral gear position while the lever remains in the combined park/neutral gear 
position and in combination with the remaining limitations of claim 21 . 

-(as to claim 22) a shifter for controlling a transmission having a shift lever 
moveable to a park/neutral position, the lever having a knob with an Indicator on the 
knob providing Indication of the gear position and an input device on the knob that shifts 
between the park and neutral positions when the lever is in the park/neutral position and 
in combination with the remaining limitation of claim 22. 

-(as to claim 25) a shifter for controlling a transmission having a shift member 
Including a pawl, a gear indicator visual display on the shift member, a pawl control 
button on the shift member and a grip on the shift member with an enlarged top end 
surface having the pawl button therein and the indicator adjacent the button and in 
combination with each and every remaining limitation of claim 25. 

-(as to claim 27) a shifter for controlling a transmission having a shift member, a 
gear Indicator visual display on the shift member, a park/neutral gear position In which a 
shift member lever is moveable along a shift lane to and an input device switching 
between park and neutral upon actuation by the operator and in combination with the 
remaining limitations of claim 27.
